Somebody or other not very long ago 


wrote a magazine article en»itled "A Flea 
for Jurymen," and narrated hflwi'in numer- 
ous cases a uian unfoitunate enough to be 
calli il into the jury box had to suffer. 
An 


active man, used to out-door life, and living 
a regular life, frequently found' it a great 
hiirdihip to be compiled ,to .rooiain seated 
far hours listening to the details of a case, 
and after it was concluded locked up in a 
room with his fellow jurymen and not per- 
mitted to depart Uiere.rom lentil all had 
agreed .upon a verdict. The writer also 
claimed that there wore instances where 
serious illnesses and even death had ensued 
from the evils resulting,from such close con- 
finement. 
Tho'se things may perhaps be 


remedied in .the twentieth century, when 
some method may b'j found which will give 
justice to litigants without inflicting such in- 
justice upon persons who arc called upon to 
decide upon the iaerij^of the points at issue 
between the contending parties. At the 
present time, however, there seems to be no 
disposition among lawmakers or the courts 
to disinthrall tlie innocent juryman from 
the burdens of his position. 


Thcrp is another matter connected with 


the business as conducted with many courts 
that needs correction, even more than the 
reform of the jury system, and that is the 
treatment of witnesses when on the stand. 
An honest, but wsak, witness gives his tes- 
timony. The opposing lawyer takes him in 
hand.' If the attorney is of the Oily Gam- 
mon sort, he seductively lead,* him, with- 
soft words, step by step, into malting state- 


• nenta Hint, finally do not agree with his pre- 
vious testimony, and when he lias made 
some damiging admissions the man is held 
up as a liar, and the value of his first state- 
ment of fact is destroyed. 
If it is urged 


that such a witness is not supposed to testify 
to the truth of a matter which is not so, or 
make conflicting statements thereto, the 
answer lies in the fact that a plain man, un- 
used to the niceties of the language, with 
only a common business education, is Ihe 
sure prey of a bright lawyer every lime he 
is called upon to testify. It is not his fault, 
but his misfortune, aided by the present 
methods of interrogating. .witnesses, that 
makes this the case. 


But there is another class of lawyers 


which is still more objectionable. The brow- 
b^.iting, bullj-ragging, domineering, inso- 
lent sort, that attempt, by intimidation, 
threats and vituperation, to confuse a wit- 
ness into making random and contradictory 
statements; that hurl epithets at him, assail 
his character, impugn his motives, and after 
gloating over his writhings in the witness 
chair, dilate upon the sufferings of bis vic- 
tim to the gentlemen of the jury, who were 
compelled to be witnesses of his dastardly 
assault. 


There.are, however, honorable lawyers.

' 'HliS'outery'of the American press.agninnl 
Chi'fiAeoutrliges,"'a'na-'its deloaliS'lor '"s»eru 
measures" and a ''vigorous policy" on the 
part of our Government suggest the prop'ii- 
ety of reviewing our own record with respect 
to treatment of foreigners. The New York 
Evening Post publishes the following list of 
outrages in China and in the United States, 
which it takes from our official reports on 
foreign relations: 


In China, in 1870, occurred the Tientsen 


massacre; nineteen French and Russians 
(including several nuns) were barbarously 
murdered by a mob and the mission prem- 
ises destroyed. 


In the United States, in 1881, came the 


Denver riot; Chinese dragged through the 
streets with neck-ropes; one killed, several 
wounded. 


,Iu China, in 1888, some Europeans on a 


carouse killed some Chinese. 


In the Unitodt States, In 1885, came first 


(September 2 )^ the Rock Springs massacre;' 
a village of Chinese stormod and burned by 
150 armed miners, inspired by Knights (!) 
of Labor; men and women, from noon till 
midnight, shot and looted the fleeing victims; 
twenty-eight were killed and fifteen wound- 
ed, fourteen -were burned to death most! 
tno nogs; antt:nogs' at* 'the?

at Seattle, the Chinese 


were expelled, their village burned, .three 
killed, and several wounded. Early in 1886, 
at places iu Washington, Idaho, Montana, 
Wyoming, and Oregon, twenty-eight were 
killed. In Juneau, Alaska, eighty-seven 
Chiuameii were driven out and set adrift on 
the ocean in two small boats with no'food. 
During this period the Chinese wer? ex- 
pelled from a score of places on the Pacific 
Coast, and more than 100,000, it was said, 
fled to San Francisco in terror and destitu- 
tion. For one year's work, including dam- 
age to property, we paid $275,005. 


In China, in 1887, there were return riots, 


on hearing the above news; but no lives 
were taken. In 1891, in numerous riots in 
Wuhu and elsewhere, property was destroyed 
and two British killed. 


In the United St-Jei, in 1891, there was 


arson and robbery, with one woman burned 
to -death, in Vallejo, Cal. 
Tn 18H4, in Ore- 


gon, ten Chinamen were ambushed and mur- 
dered, "Every one was shot, cut up, stripped 
and thrown iu the water," most of them be-. 
ing shot in the back.

Many children upon first learning U) eat 
grapes are found to swallow only the skins, 
and their parents at once correct them by 
instructing them to eat the pulp aud discard 
the skins. It is a question after all whether 
the children's method is not the best, since 
the seeds are contained within the pulp and 
grape seeds may produce appendicitis. So 
fearful have some adulta become of this dis- 
eoao that tk«y hikvv adopted tK« proaUoe ot 
simply extracting the juice of the grapes, 
rejecting both the pulp and skin. 
Others 


endeavor to separate tho seeds from tho 
pulp and cast them aside with tho skin. 
With the Concord, Wyoming and most other 
varieties of grapes it is most difficult to sep- 
arate the seeds from the pulp, but with the 
small red Delawares this is an easy task. 
There is a good demand for this and the 
seedless varieties of grapes. Some men, 
however, solve the whole difficulty by taking 
their grape juice out of a bottle. 
While this 


may not induce appendicitis, it is often pro- 
ductive of other evils. 


—A queer Arabian Nights tale comes from 


the Punjab. A few weeks ago a party of 
weavers formed a marriage procession and 
started for a village in Ferozporo. 
The 


bridegroom was bald and blind of one eye 
and his father feared the bride's parents 
would refuse him, so the weavers advised 
thotn to present, a barber's boy who was 
with them as the groom. The barber was 
dressed in the groom's wedding garments 
and was accepted. When the marriage was 
over and they had returned home, the 
weaver demanded his bride, but the barber 
rofuood to giiro her up, »wl uoir Vfaoy lttw« 
gone to law to settle the question.

may seem) has been and is largely conducted 
by the aggressive occupation and persistent 
maintenance of stations outside of the 
stipulated treaty limits of residence." 


But what is the moral of all this? The 


Evening Post states it as follows : 


"If the Chinese arc black in iniquity, 


then we are e'qually so ; that if we prefer to 
think our people as a whole untainted by 
the sporadic excesses, tho same conclusion 
must follow for the Chinese; and that a 
little more deliberation in the choice of 
vituperative adjectives is desirable. . . . A 
decent regard for the tu quoque argument, 
and an intelligent study of the point of view 
of our foreign neighbors, are things which 
our press" can not "too assiduously cultivate 
among our people." 


Molavsea Pavement*. 


"Perhaps the oddest pavemeut ever laid 


is one just completed at China, Cal.," says 
The Scientific American. "It is made mostly 
of molasses, and if it proves all of the suc- 
cess claimed for it, it may point a way for 
the sugar planters of the South to profitably 
dispose of the millions of gallons of useless 
molasses which they are said to have on 
hand. The head chemist of a sugar factory 
at Chino, Mr. E. Turke, was led to make 
oerta:n experiments, of which the new side- 
walk, a thousand feet lone. *rom the factory 
to the main street, is the result. The 
molasses used is a refuse product, hitherto 
believed to be of no value. 
It is simply 


mixed with a certain kind of sand to about 
tlie consistence of asphalt and laid like an 
asphalt pavement. The composition dries 
quickly and becomes quite hard, and re- 
mains so. The peculiar point of it is that 
the sun only makes it drier and harder, 
instead of softening it, as mightbe expected. 
A block of the composition, two feet long, a 
foot wide, and one inch thick, was submitted 
to severe tests and stood them well. Laid 
with an inch or so of its edges resting on 
supports, it withstood repeated blows of a 
machine hammer without showing aay 
eff3cts of cracking or bending."

nal friends and neighbors, but disagreements 
arose and friendship was supercedcd by 
hatred to such an extent that Mr. Gill re- 
moved from the Senator's neighborhood, and 
since then they have been at swords' points 
politically and personally. Alexander Crow, 
Jr., another new member of the State Com- 
mittee, is the man who carried his ward for 
Quay. This Ward is the Fifteenth, and the 
one in which Mayor Warwick resides, hence 
M». rVnw'i-vWnrjr is regarded as a triumph 
worthy of reward. 


It will be seen that Chairman Quay is 


gathering about him his trusted lieutenants, 
evidently with a view of keeping up the 
fight iu Philadelphia. 
He has declared that 


it is not the province of a chairman to op- 
pose regularly nominated candidates, and 
he will, therefore, support the local ticket, 
even though the candidate for Register of 
Wills is the choice of David Martin. The 
fight between the two factions is not likely 
to reach a crisis until next spring and then 
the fur will surely fly. The conflict just 
passed will be as nothing compared to that 
which is to come.

GOV.M'KINLEY TALKS 


INTERESTING INTERVIEW WITH THE 


OHIO STATESMAN. 


>*olUh!*>l Matter* Toadied I'pon—Tells of 


His Boyhood Days—The Republican Can- 


I dldatc Tell* How H« Taught School and 
' of HI* Tint Law Cawe. 


I Governor MoKinley is a queer presiden- 
tial candidate. I went from Washington 
to Columbus to a«o what be la doing to 
make himself president of the United 
States. Every one knows he is to be one'of 
the leading candidates before the Repub- 
lican national convention. Ohio has de- 
clared herself for him, and MoKinley club* 
are being formed all over the Union. Co- 
lumbus ought to be the headquarters of 
the campaign, and I oipecwd to find a lit- 
erary bureau at work. 


There hi nothing of the kind. The state- 


house Is as torpid as a snake in midwin- 
ter, and the governor apparently shows no 
more interest iu wire pulling than though 
he were the chief executive of ono of the 
poorest territories of the wet-t. He Is not 
doing a stroke to help along the move- 
ment, and he refuses to Kay a word upon 
national politics for publication. He will 
not talk about the presidency, and he says 
his ideas on public questions are so well 
known that it Is useless for him to make 
any statement as to the probable platform. 


During my talk with him I asked him 


how he prepared his speeches. Ho replied: 


"When I have an important speech to 


make, it absorbs me. It Is hard work, and 
it takes all there Is in me. I go over the 
subject again and again In all its phases 
In my mind. I read all I can get hold of 
upon It, and the speech gradually grows 
until id iaYoady for doli-voryv 
If it l« ono 


that has to bo given to the press, I dictate 
It to my stenographer and see that the 
copy is given out beforehand, 
This clari- 


fies my thought, and though I seldom 
make exactly the sumo speech that I have 
dictated it is substantially the same." 


"Do you like to speak?" 
"No; I do not," replied Governor Mo 


Klnley emphatically. "I dread it. My 
heart goes down into my boots whenever I 
get up before an audience, and 1 tremble 
until I lituo Loguu to talk. 
This is al- 


ways so. uud still I have been making 
spuochos for 23 years." 


"Do you remember your first public 


hpeochf" I asked. 


"Yes, indeed, very well," replied the 


governor, with a laugh. "It was upon my 
return, home with tbe troops at the close of 
the war. I lived in the little Village of 
Poland, near Youngstown, and a reception 
was given in honor of tho soldiers 
One 


of the judges of the county made>the wel- 
coming speech, and I was chosen to give 
tho response. I was then just 21 years old." 


"How old wore you when you went into 


tho army, governor?" I asked. 


"I was just 17," was the reply. "I was 


acting as a country schoolteacher at the 
time the war broke out. My father was 
auxlous to give mo a good education. He 
moved with his family to the little town 
of Poland In order that I might go into 
the aeademy there, and when I was about 
15 or 18 ho eont me to the Alleghnuy col- 
lege, at Meudville, Pa. I fell sick there 
and had to come home. When I became 
better, I took up teaching uud got a coun- 
try school near Poland. Ibis I left to go 
to the army." 


"By the way, go%ornor, what did they 


pay you for tcaohlug?'' 


"My wages were, I think, $25 a month, 


and I boarded around. My parents, how- 
ever, lived only throe miles from the 
sohoolhouse, and the most of the time I 
staid with them and walked to the school 
and book every day. Six miles would bo 
a big walk for me now, I suppose, but it 
did not seem much then." 


"Well, while Iwas teaching,"continued 


Governor McKinley, "Fart Sumter was 
fired on, and every one was wild to go to 
the war. A company was formed in Po- 
land, and I enlisted. General John C. 
Fremont Inspected and mustered in the 
company. Ho examined me. I was then 
very slight—not much bigger than you 
iu*l 
O«n«mkl J^auuwuBlJr, JI -wranovn !•««»», Moom 


cd a great man to mo, o-'boy of 17, whose 
mind had boon thrilled with the story of 
his wonderful adventures in the west. I 
remember he pounded my chest and look- 
ed square into my eyes, and finally pro- 
nounced me fit for a soldier." 


"In what regiment wore you, governor?" 
"My first service was In the Twenty- 


third Ohio, and I remained In that regi- 
ment throughout the war." 


"Do you remember your first law case, 


governor, and what do you think of law 
as a profession ? 1 'i nanolally and otherwise, 
Is It worth the best work of a man's lifer" 


"I will answer your last question first," 


replied Governor McKinley. "I consider 
the law the best of professions. There is 
enough in it to bring out all there is in 
any man, and, under proper conditions, It 
Is financially profitable. As to my first law 
cose, it was a suit for replevin, which 
Judge Bolden of Canton asked me to try 
for him." 


"How did it turn out?" 
"It was successful." 
"What did you get for it?" 
"Twenty five dollars." 
"In looking over your career, governor, 


have you ever wished that yon hod stuck 
to law and kopt out of politics?" 
"Yes," replied Governor MoKinley, "I 


have a number of times. But I think per- 
haps It is just as well as it is. The things 
wo want in this life, you know, are the 
things wo have not got. I do not suppose 
there U a man iu any profession who does 
not at times think he would have done 
better in same other, and this has been the 
cose with me." 


"How did you get into politics?" 
"My first ofiico was that of prosecuting 


attorney. My friends made me a candidate 
In 1809. t was elected and served for two 
years. After that I practiced law until 
1876, at which time I was nominated for 
congress. I was not anxious to lie the can- 
didate at that time. I thought I was too 
young to go into politics. I hnd a good 
business, and I was not well enough off to 
enter public life. Still I was nominated 
and elected by a large majority." 


"Governor McKinley, you are the great 


apostle of protection In the United States. 
How did you come to make the tariff a life 
work?" 


"I don't know when I was not Interest- 


ed In the tariff," replied Governor McKin- 
ley. 
"I was brought up, as It were, on 


protection. My boyhood was spent in an 
iron manufacturing district and aniong 
miners, and Canton, where I went to live, 
Is a center of great manufacturing Indus- 
tries. The first speech I made in congress 
was In favor of a proteotivtwterlfl. It was 
against Fernando Wood's tariff, bill In 
1S78. 
As I went on In my study of the 


question I became more and more con- 
vinced that this was the best way to raise 
our revenues and at the same time to sup- 
iDort our industries.

"What do you think of the Idea of 4 


• institutional amendment prohibiting the 
changing of the tariff within a limited 
period, say five or ten yearsf" 


"I don't believe that such a thing would 


be advisable, Tbe changes of conditions 
might make such an arrangement work 
groat Injury, and, besides, congress Is the 
lawmaklng power, and I do not think it 
would be wise to make this restriction." 


"Did the MoKinley bill have the effect 


upon the business of the American people 
that you expected?" 


"Yes, the anticipated effect of the tariff 


law of 1890 was realized. It was not as 
fully realized perhaps as it would have 
been had It mot been for the change of ad- 
ministration which occurred when It wal 
but two yoars old. It protected American 
Industrie*. It started the tin plate fac- 
tories, and all agree that they are here to 
stay. 


"Referring to your question as to pro- 


hibiting the changing of the tariff within 
a limited period," the governor went on, 
"I do not think that the American people 
would approve of such an act. They want 
to be let alone. It is true, but they do not 
want that which, is bad and injurious to 
the country to be allowed to remain. We 
have got to adjust matters to the present 
tariff as well as we can until -We van 
change it, 
We can have no hope of doing 


this for two years to come, but I believe 
there will be a chancre In tho future to 


meet the requirements' of tho treasury and 
to promote our industrial development. I 
think our people believe In protection and 
reciprocity. There la no doubt that we 
can produce our own sugar, make our own 
tin plate and other things which we are 
now importing from abroad. I believe we 
should do our work at home as lar as pos- 
sible and that with a protective tariff we 
will have bettor time* and a permanent 
prosperity."

JESUS NOB'S HEELS. 


A t»w»alt Involving the Title to • 


Portion of Ban Franclxio. 


Suit has been begun in tbe superior court 


by the heirs of Jesus Noo to quiet title to 
what was known in 1848 as the Noe 
rancho, covering a largo portion of the 
city and county of Sun Francisco and em- 
bracing, among others, the almshouse 
tract, the house of refuge tract, the San 
Miguel tract and tho Individual holdings 
of over 7,000 householders and tenants. 


Tills claim seems to be based upon an al- 


leged misinterpretation of the Spanish 
law regarding community property — that 
is, that the American courts, after tbe 
conquest of California, did not recognize 
to its full extent that provision of the 
Spanish law which gave the wife one-half 
of the community property, free from tes- 
tamentary disposition by the husband. 
But even admitting that law to apply to 
the case under consideration, why have 
the heirs of Jesus Moe waited until the 
year 1865 to assert their claims? If one of 
the plaintiffs be a son of Jesus Noo, tie 
must have been of age for many years, for 
from 1848 to 1805 is 17 years, and during 
that period the statute of limitations as to 
real estate actions has run nearly ten 
times, daring all which period the courts 
havo been open to hear and determine 
such claims. 


This Is not the first claim of the sort to 


San Francisco lands based on Spanish or 
Mexican grunts. 
Tho county clerk's 


shelves and pigeonholes are stuffed with 
papers in suits of like nature, but no case 
can be found, we venture to say, where 
there has been a recovery. — San Francisco 
Chronicle. 


BEBDNJ SEA SEALS. 


Canadian Sealer. Say They Are Still In 


Abundance. 


The Canadian authorities have received 


reports from returned Canadian sealers 
which tend to remove the prevalent Im- 
pression that the seals in tbe Bering sea 
are now practically extinct. It is admitted 
that the past season has been an exceed- 
ingly poor one for sealers, but this la al- 
most entirely attributed by the sealers to 
the exceptionally unfavorable weather ex- 
perienced by them in the earlier part of 
the season, which rendered It almost Im- 
possible to hunt the seal. Their reports 
entirely disprove the impression sought to 
be conveyed by the newspaper organs of 
the Canadian government that the seals in 
Bering sea are being rapidly exterminated 
by American sealers. Had the conditions 
of tho weather been otherwise, there can 
now be no longer any doubt that the seal- 
ers, If Canadian sealers are to be believed, 
would have met with their usual success. 
Several of the British Columbia sealers 
agree that on their return from the north 
they met with large herds of seals which 
they were debarred from hunting on ac- 
count of the close season. 


Another fact is given by tho sealers to 


disprove the pretension that we have seen 
nearly the lust of the Bering sea seals. 
The catch of 1891 was tho largest yet re- 
corded and so comparatively few of tbe 
herds hunted are ever killed that the hunt- 
ers declare it obvious that seals could not 
have been taken in such abundance as 
they were last year, unless they wore there 
in still greater abundance.—New York 
Sun. 


Tenur Great opportunity. 


"The world's cotton crop," said Mr 


Thomas I. Shute, member of a big firm of 
Liverpool cotton brokers, "isn't going to 
be so large this yearns it was last by prob- 
ably 1,000,000 bales. This year's crop 
may run something over 8,000,000 bales, 
but the shortage won't be felt because 
there is left over from last year in England 
and the United Status close upon 2,000,000 
bales. The price is going to be some better 
than it was last year, but not greatly high- 
er. Last year's uncommonly low price 
Inured to the benefit of the English spin- 
ners, and they have all been making hand- 
some profits.

The cot- 
ton raised on her rich black soil is the fin- 
est grown on the globe and Is worth a tri- 
fle more than any other in the English 
markets."—Washington Post.
